2 . On a review of the position , it has been decided that Note ( 1 ) in para , 3 ( A ), 
para. 3 ( B ) and para , 4 of Annexure I of the Public Notice referred to above wili 
be revised as follows : 


Note ( 1) in para , 3 ( A ) : 


Where a newspaper / periodical commenced publication after the years men 
tioned in ( i) and ( ii ) above, or where the page area, average number of pages 
and average circulation of a newspaper / perlodical were revised subsequently , 
the page area , average number of pages and average circulation to be taken into 
account will be those on the basis of which a quota was allotted to the newspaper / 
periodical concerned in 1963- 64 ; but the 20 % increase allowed in terms of pub 
iic Notice No. 132-ITC ( PN ) / 63 , dated the 16th October, 1963, to daily newspapers 
(including their Sunday editions) with average circulation between 10 , 000 and 
50 ,000 copies will be taken into account as follows: 


( a ) upto full extent of the additional circulation permitted , or actually 

achieved , whichever is less, in October 63 - March 84 , in the case 
of daily newspapers ( including their Sunday edițions) which had a 
circulation above 10 . 000 and upto 25 ,000 copies in 1961-62; or 


(b ) upto 50 % of the additional circulation permitted , or actually achieved . 

whichever is less, in October 63 — March 64 , in the case of daily 
newspapers (including their Sunday editions) which had a circulation 
above 25 ,000 and below 50,000 copies in 1981-82,
